5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

As applicant pointed out under Remark section, pages 8-17, O'Neill (US 6,832,373 Bl) 
taken either singly and/or in combination with other cited prior arts, do not teach shifting the 
contents of each bank in bank order to the next bank in the bank order beginning with the 
penultimate bank in the bank order, and proceeding in descending bank order until the contents 
of the first bank in bank order has been shifted to the second bank in the bank order; converting 
the contents of each bank in the bank order from the first code version to the second code version 
in a fault tolerant manner beginning with the second bank in the bank in the bank order and 
proceeding in ascending bank order until the last bank in the bank order has been converted, each 
converted bank being stored in the previous bank in the bank order; and transforming the 
contents of the reserved area from the first code version to the second code version in a fault 
tolerant manner, the second code version being stored in the bank that is last in the bank order 
and first writing contents of a first bank of the plurality of banks to a second bank of the plurality 
of banks, according to a bank order; second writing converted contents of the second bank to the 
first bank, in reverse bank order as recited in such manners in each of independent claims 1,11, 
21 and 31. 

Prior arts of record do not teach and/or suggest these claimed limitations, thus, all 
remaining pending claims 1-31 are allowed.
